Th« ordinary meetuiK' of "Vincent County 
Council was opened on Wednesday', the 22nd 
instant,' in ■ the Council ■ Chamber, Clyde. 
Present— Coimcillors Pyke (Chairman), Col- 
oloufth, Fraser, Jolly, IM asters, M'Ginnia, 
N^lor,' Pitches knd Stronach. ■ i' • 

Cr Pyke asked that, as ho desircd to speak- 
on the minutes, the chairman of the previous 
meeting should occupy the chair. . m 
r: Cr Colclough objected to such a course, as 
it wsB laid dotrn in the Standing Orders that 
When the Chairman is present he s/uiU take 
the chair. ■ ■ - - r ■ > ; ,t-.i . - . 

Gt Pyke explained that as he neither 
could, nor in fact vrould , sign the minutes as 
Written Up,- he: asked the favor rather than 
exercise thh privilege he would have if’ be 
occupied the chair. : , ^ 

• Cr Colclough persisted in his objection, 
asserting that he had no other motive than 
Ip having the Standing Orders adhered to. 

' Mr Pyke thereupon left the chamber, and 
Qr Jolly was voted to the chair. 

The Clerk then read the minutes of the 
previous meeting. 

The Acting-Chairniati said he took excep. 
tion to the noting in the minute book of tho 
names of tenderers and the amount of tender 
for ‘the Sandy Point Bridge, and said that as 
the accepting of the tender was left an open 
question from last to the present meeting, 
Ue full particulars should not have been 
entered up and thus made public. 

A good deal of disccission ensued, the 
majority . of the Council thinking that 
though no great harm had been done, in 
future the full particulars of tenders should 
pot ;be stated till they were accepted. The 
matter then dropped, and the minutes were 
confirmed. f : 

■ Gr Pyke then came into the chamber, and 
standing on the floor asked to be allowed to 
move that a. paragraph in the minutes should 
be excised. • 

' ' Cr Oolclough still persisting against the 
chairman while present occupying any other 
seat than the chair, 

I Cr Pyke took the chair, and wished to 
draw attention to the fact that the minutes 
just read were manifestly unfair, inasmuch 
as it was recorded that, a motion referring to 
the action of the Chairman had been debated 
and withdrawn, whilst the motion itself did 
not appear anywhere. Unless the motion was 
inserted, there should not have been any 
reference to it. Theactiontaken was moreover 
inconsistent, for it appeared by the records that 
the Council approved of the Engineer's action 
in stopping the works, and in the same breath 
tried to censure the Chairman for instructing 
the Engineer to do so. He (the Chairman) 
would have failed to do. his duty if , he had 
not sent those instructions when .he -found 
thb '. Government . proposing to alienate the 
20 per cent, of land fund, and to deprive 
local bodies of subsidies already lawfully due 
and owing, and it must be home in mind 
that he had not>directed the Engineer to stop 
any particular work. . He would have been 
to blame had be done so. The instructions 
telegraphed were as follows — “Immediately 
Stop all works not of gi^at emergency, and 
urgent, -pending the decision of Parliament on 
ihe flnancial proposals of the Government.” 
Jt was left to the Engineer’s discretion to 
decide what works should he stopped, and if 
any mistake had been made why did not the 
Council rectify it when they met soon after? 
JVhat good was it to have a Chairman if he 
were not at liberty to reguLate works between 
the meetings of Council ? If no such power 
were given, members would have to meet 
treekly. The motion at last meeting censur- 
ing his action had been made the subject of 
a leading article in the Daily Times, and ha 
(Mr Pyke) would be forfeiting his self-respect 
did he not defend himself. He would there- 
fore move — That it be an order of the Coun- 
cil that the 4th danse of the report of the 
pommittoe of the whole referring; to the 
action of the Chairman in the matter of 
suspending certain works on the 16th .Tune, 
be excised from the minutes of 29th July. 

- , Cr Colclough was about to move an amend- 
nent, but the Chairman ruled that this 
would be out of order, as he had replied. 

^ The motion was then put, with the follow-

Noes — Crs Fraser, 
Colclough, Jolly and Stronaoh. 

Cr Pyke said that as the motion had re-

- The Chairman then retired, and Cr Jolly 
■was voted to the chair. He pointed out that 
as on a previous occasion it had been ruled 
that a motion could not be dealt with in the 
absence of the mover, he now had no altema- 
iive hut to declare Or Fyke’s motion lapsed 
for the same reason. Ho would call upon 
the Clerk to proceed with the next business.

A suggestion that Cr Pyke be informed of

I The EngineePs report on contracts was 
read. ’ ' The report noted that, in view of the 
flnancial'' circumstances of the County, a 
saving of L200 each on the Alexandra- and 
Clyde bridges had been effected without 
deterioration to the structures. Reference 
was slso made to the necessity of something 
being done with ' regard to ' Clyde bridge ' 
approaches. Tho ■ bridge contractors, Grant 
and MacEellar, had offered to do the work 
at schedule rates and have the whole com- 
pleted within, the contract-time for bridge 
alone,’ --..i - ■ ■ ■ ■ 

The Chairman here read a letter from the 
contractors, setting forth -in detail the terms 
upon which they would constrnot the 
approaches; ■ . * ' ■ 

Considerable discussion took place over 
this matter, during which it was stated that 
the estimated coat of the apprnaches was 
Ll,600. In answer to a question, the engineer 
said he could not with safety modify the 
plans upon which he based the estimated 
cost. ,1 . . ' 

A motion by Cr M’Ginnis that tenders be 
called for the approaches; on completion of 
the bridge contract was lost, and the subject 
dropped. ‘ . ■ i i . 

• Cr Naylor thought that very considerable 
saving might be effected in the Alexandra 
bridge in the matter of dressed stone, pile- 
driving, ' and ornamental masonry, and 
desired that the Engineer lay. the plans on 
the table. This being done, Cr Naylor 
pointed out where it had been demonstrated 
to him by practical men much saving could 
be effected. : Questioning the Engineer on 
these points, no encouragement was offered 
to interfere with the work as at present 
decided upon. 

•The report on bridges was then adopted. 

The report on roads was then read. With 
a few exceptions, it was shown that the high- 
ways throughont-tho -County jvere in fair 
order. ■ The following votes were passed ; — 
L7, to render dray-road from Hawea Bridge 
to Long "V alley passable ; L200, for making 
recesses on road Lowburn to Rocky Point — 
Engineer to call for, and be empowered to 
accept, tenders for same ; Engineer, author- 
ised to get worst portions of Rocky Point to 
Hawea surfaced ; also to do certain repairs 
at the Pinch, Nevis Road, or if thought more 
desirable expend not more than L20 in 
cutting a new piece of road there. 

The Council then adjourned till 7.30 p.m. 

' • ' EVEUntTG SITTINQ. 

Oh Council resuming, the Engineer’s report 
on Ferries was read and approved. 

The Council then adjourned till 9.30 a.m. 
on the following day. 

Thuesday, SEPiEMBca 23. 

The Council resumed at 10 a.m. — all the 
members present. 

Cr Fraser asked that a stem-line be placed 
to Lowburn punt, also that the approach be 
raised. 

Cr Jolly asked that a building be erected 
at same ferry for the ferryman. — Resolved 
that the hotise at Macandrew bridge be re- 
moved to Lowburn ferry at a cost not exceed- 
ing L2. 

■ Crs Fraser and Jolly suggested that the 
upper punt across tho Hawea be abolished. — 
The matter was left over for future consider- 
ation. 

Report of Engineer explaining that a party 
of Chinese were working close to Nevis foot- 
bridge and endangering the road, was read, 
and the Engineer requested to take the 
necessary steps for the protection of the 
road. 

The Rate Collector’s report, showing L1009 
5s rates collected, and L1067 still d\ie, was 
read. _ The report also said that Mr J. F. 
Kitching refused to pay rates on certain runs 
held by him on the ground that the leases 
fell due in March, 1880. — Resolved that 
action be taken to recover the rates from Mr 
Kitching if they are legally due. 

The Ranger’s report was read, and led to 
a lengthy discussion, the question being raised 
as to whether the commonages should not bo 
abandoned and handed over to the Govern 
ment on account of the great expense in- 
volved by them. The cost of poisoning 
rabbits up to the present time was stated to 
be L87 16a 6d, and it was ordered that tho 
laying of poison be discontinued for the 
present. 

Tho Chairman suggested that he be allowed 
to write to Government, and ask whether 
they will take the commonages off the bauds 
of the Council. 

Cr M’Ginnis objected to such a course 
being pursued, and said it was a subject that 
should be dealt with by notice of motion. 

Accounts amounting to L53 11a Id were 
passed for payment. 

Tho Treasurer then submitted a statement 
of finances, showing present liabilities to be 
£12,673 18s 6d, with a balance in bank of 
£1703. 

Hereupon the Council resolved into Com- 
mittee to consider the financial position, and 
did not rise till lunch-time. 

On resuming, the report of Committee was 
laid on the table. It showed that in addi- 
tion to balance in bank of £1703, the es- 
timated income from the following sources 
respectively was — goldfields revenue, £2,600; 
rates, £1,000 ; subsidy, £1,100; various 
sources, £300 ; making a total of £6703. 
Existing liabilities on contracts were — Alex- 
andra bridge, £10,361 7s 6d ; Clyde bridge,

Notices OP Motion. 

; Cr Colclough in rising to propose the four 
motions in his name, having for their object 
a substantial reduction in the ex isting cost of 
management, said he need hardly do more 
in support of the fairness and wisdom of his 
proposition than refer members to the 
financial report just read. , With regard to 
his first proposal— That the office of County 
Engineer be abolished — he did not look for 
the unanimous support of the Council, as he 
was aware some members could not see the 
way clear to dispense with the office. To 
his mind it was clear that the public works 
on hand or in anticipation did not justify 
keeping on a permanent engineer at a high 
salary. The works in hand were now ad- 
vanced to that Stage when an intelligent in- 
spector could supervise them, and therefore 
the proposition that the office of engineer be 
dispensed with, if affirmed by the Council, 
would not in any way ba detrimental 
to the County, while it would certainly 
relieve the financial pressure. He (Cr 
Colclough) however, hoped that at least 
the salary at present paid the Engineer would 
be reduced to a figure somewhat within the 
means of the County and the work to bo 
done. Re begged to move the motion stand- 
ing in his name. 

Cr Jolly was not prepared to support Cr 
Colclpuglv in the abolition of the engineer’s 
office, knowing that there yet remained an 
expenditure of L12,C00 to complete works 
under contract. To allow this amount to be 
expended under non-professional men would 
be most injudicious. While deprecating re- 
flections that had been made on the ability 
of the present engineer, who had really 
earned a professional reputation, neverthe- 
less, were he (Cr Jolly) to follow the dictates 
of his : constituents he would undoubtedly 
support the abolition of the office. Practi- 
cally the engineer himself had demonstrated 
to the ratepayers that there was no necessity 
for an engineer so far as personally inspecting 
the roads and works of the County was con- 
cerned. Still, seeing the large amount at 
stake in works now progressing, and being of 
opinion that it would be highly injudicious 
to leave them to the supervision of non- 
professional men, he would propose an 
amendment — That the County Engineer be 
retained, and the salary fixed at L350 per 
aunnm, with L50 travelling allowance. 

Seconded by Cr Masters. 

A long discussion ensued (the Council as a 
whole expressing views adverse to doing 
away with the office at the present time) and 
a number of amendments were proposed in a 
desire to arrive at amount of future salary. 
The first proposed L350 a-year, with L60 
travelling allowance ; the second, L400 with 
reasonable travelling expenses ; and a third, 
propo.sed by Cr Colclough, that the salary be 
L400 a-year, including travelling expenses. 
Ultimately a motion was carried to the effect 
that the services of the Engineeor be re- 
tained, and that the salary be L400 a-year, 
with L50 allowance for iravelling expenses. 

On the motion of Cr Fraser it was resolved 
— That tho services of tjio Inspector of 
Alexandra bridge, and cf the road Inspector 
be dispensed with at the earliest possible 
time, and the Engineer perform the duties of 
those offices. 

Cr Colclough then moved No. 2 of his pro- 
positions — That for next year the salary paid 
the office of County Chairman be LlOO. The 
mover thought the amount proposed an ample 
honorarium. It was never meant by the Act 
that chairmen were to receive large salaries, 
but simply such an amount as would to some 
extent compensate a man for the enforced 
loss of time from his ordinary business. 

Cr Jolly was in favor of the amount being 
fixed at L160, and moved an amendment to 
that effect. The County was no longer in a 
position to pay the Chairman a high s.alary. 
If the holder of tliat office was paid L200 for 
his attendance at each session of Parliament, 
surely LI 50 per annum was ample for his 
services as County Chairman. That amount 
was as much ns they could now honestly 
allow. Had the office of Engineer been 
abolished, he (Cr .Tolly) could understand 
giving the Chairman a substantial sahary. — 
The amendment was put and carried as 
against Cr Colclough’s motion. 

A further amendment was proposed by Or 
Masters, seconded by Cr Pitches — ^That the 
salary paid to the Chairman be L250 a-year.

Ur Colclough thought it unfair to the rate^ 
payers to pav Cr Pyke a-salary when he was 
absent from his County duties during session 
of Parliament, and proposed — That in 
future one- sixth of his salary be deducted 
from the Chairman when absent from any 
meeting of the Council; except ini case of 
sickness. — Lost. 

Cr Ftaser proposed that ip future no allow- 
ance be made the Cliairman for travelling or 
other incidental expenses,, 

The Chairman said that every action of 
certain councillors pointed to Vincent Pyke. 
If Cr Colclough held the office of Chairman 
for twelvemonths the Council would goto 
thedogs.— [Confusion] — He (Mr Pyke) would 
affirm that affairs -were now in that critical 
state that only he who had been Chairmaq 
for the post three years was enabled to pull 
through. This much was due to himself. It 
would require all their power of brain to 
weather the storm, which he had no doubt 
they would do if members only pulled to- 
gether. 

Cr Fraser’s motion was adopted without 
dissent. 

, The third section of Cr Colclough ’a motion 
— the abolition of payment to members^ was 
then dealt with, Crs Colclough and Stronach 
speaking strongly in favor of it, while Cra 
M’Ginnis, Masters and Pitches opposed. On 
a division, the motion was carried. 

The fourth section- of the motion— that 
the offices of County Clerk and Collector be 
amalgamated — was earnestly advocated by 
the mover, Mr Colclough, and was agreed to 
n«m con, on the Chairman intimating that 
the amalgamation was feasible at the end of 
the current financial year.

A vote of thanks was passed to those 
members of the House of Assembly by whose 
exertions Vincent and neighboring Counties 
had obtained a share of the impounded land 
fund. 

At this stage, Cr Pitches rose to a point 
of order that the Chairman had failed the 
previous day to record his vote on a question 
before the Council — that referring to tho 
proposed excising of portion of the minutes 
of previous meeting. 

A number of Councillors rose and de- 
murred to Cr Pitches re-opening the ques- 
tion, and amid some disorder, Cr Pyke re- 
corded his vote for the eipiingment, and 
ordered' the Clerk to enter same in minutes, 
remarking that he had not wished to rote on 
that matter from motives of delicacy, 'bat 
now that he was challenged on a point of 
order he had no option.

Kevertheless 
the speech was a 'very fair one for Queens- 
town. Mr Warren moved that the Govern-

I Goldfields, because/ the speaker said, it is 
the nioat centrally situated town between 

Lawrence, Naseby, and the West Coast 

and the Fiji Islands perhaps into the bargain. 
Centre or no centre, this I. do know— that it 
is the furthest away from almost everywhere 
the Warden’s services are required. But the 
really fe)uching part of Mr Warren’s speech 
was where he admitted that there are two 
commercial centres in the district ! This is 
the first time on record that a Queenstown 
man mentioned Arrowtown as a centre of any 
kind, and it is surprising that such disregard 
. for the interest of Queenstown was not re- 
sented by the meeting as a piece of unpardon- 
able indiscretion. Hitherto a real genuine 
leading man of Queenstown was supposed to 
be able at any moment to swear that he never 
in the whole course of bis life heard of a 
place called Arrowtown. No, Mr Warren, 
although you put it, you put it eloquently 
enough that, as. Paris is France to some 
people^ so Arrowtown is the Wakatipu to 
others.: I fail to see it. Kather say that 
Eichardt’s Hotel is Queenstown, for without 
your “ towerists,” your odd County Council 
jobs, Government pickings, the M Battery, 
and your old cannon’, whstlever would you 
do ? Perhaps the saddest mistake in Mr 
Warren’s speech was when he referred to 
the returns of revenue and population of 
Arrowtown end Queenstown. It has been a 
complaint dating from before the time when 
Mr Warden Stratford took charge of the 
district that Arrow revenue and Arrow gold 
' passed through Queenstown offiaea, and now 
that justice has been done to this portion of 
the Wakatipu Uistrlct, and Qiieanstown is 
deprived of its ” unearned increment,” great 
is the cry and.loiid the lamentation thereat. 

Further, Messrs Qiieenstownitesj ’ the rest 
. of the district is quite aware that you have a 
. big court-house and other buidings, and we 
. also know how you came by them. You may 
thank the Robertsons and the Hallensteins 
■of the past, who wrought hard for them, 
knowing that when the gold up the Shotover 
tailed something was required to keep the 
place from going to the dogs; but these spirits 
have gone and their mantles have fallen on 
less able shoulders and fit very badly. 

In conclusion, one word in kindness to 
our orator. The hope of the district, the 
bright spot in the future, is the Macetown 
reefs ; should they fail then woe to Queens- 
town as well as .\rrow. But this is not likely. 
Prom the very nature of things Arrowtown 
will profit most, and will thrive as it has 
hithertodone on itslegitimate trade, enjoying 
that sort of success resulting from strict 
attention to business, and having business to 
attend to. I am tempted to parody an old- 
district : . ■
